biplane Angeleno completed its 207th 
hour of continuous flight at 10:29:30 
o’clock tonight (2:29 o’clock New 
York time) with the motor running 
perfectly and the two pilots aboard 
maintaining their arduous vigil. in 
high spirits. Eight days and near'y 
nine nights of sustained flight Had 
not dampened the ambitions of L. W. 
Mendell and R. B. Reinhart. 

As they completed their 203d hour 
in. the air at 6:29:30 P. M., (10:29:30 
P. M., New York Time), Mendel! and 
Reinhart dropped the following note:

Scribbled 
across the grease-stained surface was 
a terse request for more gasoline.

Award of $1,000 for Each. 

A refueling ship shot up, lowered 
its hose and with the contact made 
sent 100 gallons of gasoline into the 
Angeleno. Next a dangling rope was 
caught by the fliers, and in contain- 
ers, bottles and sacks their dinner 
of soup, coffee and fried chicken 
was delivered. 

During the day the Wright Aero- 
nautical Corporation, builders of the 
plane’s motor, announced an award 
of $1,000 to each flier. The 220 horse- 
power .plant has driven the cabin 
ship more than 16,000 miles during 
nearly nine days in the air. 

The 200th hour in the air, never be- 
fore reached on a refueling duration 
flight, was passed by Mendell and 
Reinhart at 3:29 P. M., Pacifie Coast 
Time (7:29 New York Time) this 
afternoon. The ship was performing 
as smoothly then as at any time in 
the flight.

Wa Saepends Vice Consul in Opium Case; | 
Chinese Demand Wife’s Trial ‘in China|

WASHINGTON, July 10.— Ying 
Kao, Chinese Vice Consul at San 
Francisco, was suspended today by 
Dr. C, C. Wu, Minister to the United 
States, as a result of the Vice Con- 
sul’s wife’s being involved in opium 
smuggling allegations. 
“In view of the alleged smuggling 
of opium into the United States, in- 
volving the wife of the Chinese Vice 
Consul at San Francisco.” Dr. Wu 
announced, ‘‘the Chinese Minister 
kas suspended Vice Consul Ying Kao 
from his duties, pending a thorough 
investigation.”’ 
The request of the Kuomintang’s 
executive committee in San Fran- 
ciseo for her to. be. returned to China 
for’ trial under Chinese law, which 
might result in execution or life im- 
prisonment, has yet to reach the le- 
gation. When it is received: it prob- 
ably will be referred to the Nanking 
Government for instructions. The 
committee represents the American 

s-ction of the Se organization 
behind the Nanking Government. 

according to American immigra- 
tion officials, however, officials of a 


foreign government and their fam- 
ilies cannot be deported, once they 


shave entered the United States. 


Moreover, the United States has no 
extradition treaty -with China, sd 
that it is not seen how the sugges- 
tion of the Kuomintang’ can legally 
be complied with, even should it be 
considered desirable.

Responsibility for the failure of the 
City Trust-Company on Feb. 11, just 
five months ago, is laid directly to 
Frank H.. Warder; former Superin- 
tendent of Banks, by Moreland Com- 
missioner Robert Moses in his report 
of his investigation’ presented to 
Governor Roosevelt yesterday. War- 
der is called ‘timid, cowardly and 
dishonest,"” Mr.° Moses made spe- 
cific recommendations for changes 
in administrative procedure in the 
banking department and in the law 
on the basis of his findings. » 

Governor Roosevelt, who received 
Mr. Moses’s report. yesterday, took 
waite’ action and announced at 

hester last night that he would

trustee, controlled the Prudential 
Bank, although his name did not 
appear as a director, and although 
the amount. of stock which he per- 
sonally held was negligible. 

The Post Security history shows 
how. a corporation can be organ- 
ized for the purpose of evading the 
law that a eke may not deal in 
its own stock. 

Other dangers are demonstrated 
by the Federal Securities Corpo- 
ration. That corporation owned a 
large block of the stock of the 
bank. The bank, on the other 
hand, made loans secured by the 
Federal Securities stock as coilat- 
eral, The failure of the bank 
would involve the Securities Cor- 
poration and vice versa. 


As to physical conditions in banks: 
The Banking Department should 
be responsible for the physical 
pa and condition of banks, and 
anks should be forced to provide 
quarters which are adequate in 
size, sanitary and modern in equip- 
ment. Plant conditions in the City 
Trust Company are far below the 
proper standards which should be 
ntzined in New York State 
When the main Harlem office of 
the bank was in operation it must 
have been greatly overcrowded, 
and practically impossible to ven- 
tilate. There was not even ade-' 
quate space for proper filing; and 
a proper examination by the Bank- 
ing Department under these condi- 
tions, with business going on, must 
have been impossibie. 
As to capital and capital increases: 
It should be’required by law that 
the Banking Department investi- 
gate original capital and increases 
in capital to see that the cash on 
-hand was actually paid in, and not 
fictitious; and that in the case of 
mergers or conversions the assets 
and liabilities of the existing insti- 
tutions are correctly stated. 


Relates Ferrari’s Meteoric Rise. 


Before taking up individual re- 
sponsibility and making his recom- 
mendations Mr. Moses discussed the 
meteoric rise of Francesco M. Fer- 
rari, the entanglement of his fifty- 
seven enterprises and the interrela- 
tion of various individuals. to this 
financial structure. 

He tells of Ferrari's arrival in this 
country after he “left Italy under a 
cloud” in 1912, of his employment 
in a private bank, which ne later 
bought, of his entrance into the pri- 
vate banking business in 1921 er 
a two-year strug to get a license.

Moses Accuses Di Paola. 


Regarding these chief Heutenants, 
Mr. Moses says: 

‘In the Harlem Bank of Commerce 
Ferrari had as his chief aide Anthony 


Di Paola, who later became the most 
influential administrator in the City 
Trust Company. Di Paola is an 
American by birth, speech, appear- 
ance and cast of mind.”* Calling him 
the “‘abjest” of Ferrari's leutenants, 
Mr. Moses says that he knew more 
of his chief’s business than the oth- 
ers, but even he did not know ail, 
and adds, “No one did.”’ Mr. Moses 
continues: 

“But he had a greater knowledge 
than any one else and was res: ibie 
for a greater part of the elaborate 
details of forgery, falsification. of 
records and other financial trickery 
pic pede to carry out Ferrari’s 

“Tavormina, the manager of the 
Atlantic State Bank, and Ziniti, the 
assistant to the president, were men 
of the same_s as Di Paola, 
though less bold and handicapped by 
the fact that they were distinctly 
foreign in their point of view, speech, 
deportment, and even appearance. It 
was necessary to have men with 
more of an American background to 
help Tavormina and Ziniti. Arthur 
Beyerle and Joseph M. Cohn were 
employed for this purpose. Cohn was 
an older man who knew exactly what 
he was doing, whose standards were 
known by Ferrari not to be hixh, 
and who, with Beyerle, was one of 
the unscrupulous minor executives 
employed the Atlantic State 
Bank.”’ . 

Mr. Moses cites Ferrari’s dealings 
with Michael F. Laura, ce gs Street 

: Commissioner o: 4 
as an example of his methods with 
‘‘local political leaders.” Ferrari lent 
him money to complete the purchase 
of a political clubhouse, gave him a 
personal loan and made him an offer 
of $6,000 yearly to become a member 
of an advisory board. Of Mr. Laura 
Mr. Moses say3: 

“He was unable to explain how a 
man of any reputation could enlist 
the support of his friends on behalf 
of a proposition about which he 
knew nothing beyond the fact that 
there was casy money in it for him.”

bookkeeping figures. Much of the 
capital was never paid in. There 
were losses due to mis ement 
as distinguished from theft. All the 
manipulations involving illegal acts 
cannot be added to establish a total 


actually in the hands of the offend- | 


ing parties. Toward the end, the 
web he was weaving was so tangled 
that it is doubtful whether even Fer- 
rari knew the way out.”’ 

Taking up other ‘contributing 


causes of the failure,’® the Moreland | 


Commissioner told of the organiza- 
tion of the Ferrari Realty Company 
and of the subsequent sale for $345,- 
000 by Ferrari, the real estate man, 
to Ferrari, the banker. Regarding 
this transaction, Mr. Moses says: 
‘‘All the circumstances surrounding 
it indicated gross irregularities. The 
contract itself showed ‘iat Ferrari 
had acted in a dual capacity; the 
price was exorbitant; the appraisal 
was made by a man without proper 
experience who was a confidant of 
Ferrari's; the assessed valuation was 
$130,000.’’ 

The proceeds of this overvaluation 
were used by Ferrari to increase the 
capital of his bank, juggling from 
one account to another, startin 
with an intial loan on the shares of 
the bank itself. 

“The case of the 1927 Increase,” 
Mr. Moses says in his report, ‘‘ilius- 
trates how Ferrari lifted himscif up 
by his boot straps from private bank- 
er to small bank president, and from 
small bank president to capitalist.’’ 

Other manipulations discussed are 
the 15 Park Row building, used 
obtain a Joan of $375,000 through the 
dummy Jalna Realty Corporation, 
which got a e on it; ficti- 
tious foreign credits, forgeries and 
fraudulent loans, and the organiza- 
tion of the Prudential Bank. 


Arraigns the Directers. 


After the financial history of the 
Ferrari schemes the Moreland Com- 
missioner discusses in straightfor- 
ward and direct terms personal re- 
sponsibility, Besides his terse char- 
acterization of Warder he takes the 
directors up one by one, prefacing 
his remarks with this paragraph: 

‘Up to the present time there ap 
are no basis for holding or indict- 
ng Judge Mancuso or any other 
member of the board of directors as 
such. Although the statute requires 
that each director of a trust com- 
pany take an oath that he will dili- 
gently and honestly administer its 
affairs, the courts hold that a neg-

PORT BURWELL (via Louisburg, 
N. 8.), July 10.—The battle to save 
the ’Untin’ Bowler, The Chicago 
Tribune’s- Berlin-bound Pathfinder 
amphibian plane, from the ice and 
tide continued today while the crew 
awaited good weather for the first 
long water hop: from here across 
Davis Strait to Mount Evans, Green- 
land. Several times it appeared cer- 
tain that the ship would be dashed 

to pieces on.the crags. 

Flying was impossible. Weather 
reports showed that rainy, overcast 
skies and poor visibility prevailed 
over the route to the ‘North along 
the coast of Baffin Land and across 
Davis Strait. Yesterday’s sunshine 
lasted only eight hours. Last night, 
the barometer dropped suddenly, a 
drizzling rain. set in and a heavy 
Arctic fog drifted in across Hudson 
Strait, Jowering over the snow-capped 
hills. 

All day Jong an endless line. of 
Eskimos swung across the mountain, 
which stands between the harbor, 
where the fuel is stored, and the fjord, 
where the Bowler. is anchored.’ Each 
mative bore ten gallons of gasoline 
on his back. It was a rough, hard 
climb up. a steep cliff,. over the 
jagged mountain and up and down 
another precipice to the shore, but 
the little brown men went about their 
task cheerily. Chesley Ford, factor 
ef the Hudson Bay post here, will 
give them each a portion of tobacco 
for their trouble and they will be 
well satisfied. 

Fueling the Bowler has to be sus- 
pended frequently to fight the ice- 
bergs and to keep the big amphibian 
off the rocks. Last night the ice- 
pack formed in a circle around the 
ship, preventing it from going out 
with the tide. 

Bod Gast and ‘“‘Shorty” Cramer let 
down the plane’s retractable wheels. 
Eskimos piled rocks on its long nose 
and pushed ice cakes under its tail 
to keep it from slipping tail first 
into the water. 

For two hours it hung perilously 
in this position until the tide came 
in, broke the ice up and set the ship 
afloat at midnight. It appeared that 
one wing would be hung over a boul- 
der as the tide receded. Gast direct- 


ed that the ship be cut loose from | 
its mooring, jumped into the cockpit; 


started its motors and taxied into 
midstream. 


He dodged the icebergs and moved 
out to sea. Offshore a wind cam: 
up, and the Bowler rode safely at 
the end of its mooring throughout 
the rest of the night. 

Tonight 600 gallons of fuel were 
aboard the plane and it was ready 
for the take-off tomorrow. With 
favorable weather we will leave early 
for the 700-mile flight. The course 
from. here will be over the Button 
Islands, across a fifty-mile stretch | 
of water to Resolution Island et 
along the coast of Baffin Island to 
Cape Walsingham. 

There the course turns eastward 
across more than 200 miles of water | 
to Greenland.

We aver- 
aged more than 100 milés per hour.” 
A battery .of motion. picture cam- 
eras and enthusiasts greeted the 
fliers, who received the government’s 
congratulations from officials of the 
Air Ministry. 

The four men: climbed out. of the 
cockpit, all looking bronzed and re- 
markably well despite the fourteén 
days they, were lost in the Australian 
wiids,’given up as dead by the: world. 
Thousands rushed forward to 
shake hands, and strong police pro- 
tection was heeded to save P the fliers 
from being crushed. 

Sir Sifton Brancker, for the Air 
Ministry, said: 

“This is one of the finest 
ances ever put up, to fly across the 
Pacific Ocean and land here in the 
same. machine. Your flight . will

‘BLIND FLYING’ MENACE CUT 





Indicator in Plane Directs Pilot— 
Experiments to Start on Devices 
to Assure Landings in Fog.

WASHINGTON, July 10.—The per- 
fection of a radio beacon system to 
direct air pilots along a given course, 
inform them of the progress of: their 
flight and, when specia arran 
offer possibilities of assisting pi ots 
in landing at given airports during 
fogs was announced: today by the 
Bureau of Standards. 

With the cooperation of the Gug- 
genheim Fund for the Promotion of 
Aeronautics, experiments soon to be 
started in connection with a low- 
power visual radio beacon station at 
Mitchel Field, Long Island, are ex- 
pected to result in the development 
of instruments and methods to as- 


»|sure safe landings at given airports 


in the face of dense fogs. 

The beacon system thus far per- 
fected comprises a directing beacon, 
marking an invisible -radio path 
through the air between airports, 
and the new marker beacons which 
indicate to a pilot the progress of his 
course. 

“This beacon system marks out an 
invisible but infallible course along 
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Pacific to Britain in Eight 
Days, Probably a Record.

It m be 
added in. passing that., President 
Hoover is,almost certain to. be ol 
formed, since the ‘congress has p 
sented a unique opportunity to Ld 
tain views of the real. industrial 
chiefs of Europe. 

One fact which stands forth ‘from 
the informal American ‘tariff con- 
versations that took place here on 
Monday and Tuesday between the 
heads of the European delegations 
and such American business figures 
as Thomas W. Lamont, Julius H.

‘the new American tariff bill is de- 
signed absoluteiy to exclude. most of

European 
delegate: put it, “So far as we can 
see the Americans are going to try 
simply to put us out of business,” 


Show Effect on Their Trade. 


Numerous instances were brought 
up to show the effect of the pro- 
posed schedules on certain indus- 
tries of Europe. . One of the Bel- 
gians told of a certain. commodity 
which is exported from Belgium to 
the United States which constitutes 
only ‘2 per cent of America’s total 
consumption of this commodity, but

Other instances of 
this kind were presented and it was 
emphasized that, whereas increases 
in tariff would manifestly be only 
a trifling advantage to American 
manufacturers, they would serve to 
put the corresponding manufacturers 
on this side of the Atlantic entirely 
out of business.

Chicago Lawyer. Also Bought ‘Plot 
for Further Expansion — New 
York Specifications to Govern.

Wireless to Tum New. Yore Ties, 
GENEVA, July 10.—The plumbing, 
heating, pneumatic ‘tube.\and other 
mechanical appurtenances for the 
new League of Nations buildings 
will follow New York laws and 
specifications. The committee of 
architects in charge of construction 


has just concludec & consultation to 
this end with a New York engineer, 
Edmund Weigele. 

The consultation was largely due 
to the initiative of James J. Forstall, 
the Chicago lawyer who last week 
purchased the property where Secre- 
tary General Sir Eric Drummond 
now lives and which adjoins the new 
Leagues site, as room for. future 
League expansion. Some time ago 
Mr. Forstall wrote the Secretariat 
that his wife was deeply interested 
in the League’s enjoying the most 
modern installation in its new home 
and that he would pay the expense 
of consulting an American engineer 
if the League desired to consult one. 

The Secretariat, not desiring to in- 
fluence the architects, did not inform 
them of the offer until the latter, 
of their own accord, recently ex- 
pressed the desire to consult an engi- 
neer on the mechanical details. The 
architects, expressing the highest 
admiration for American progress in 
these regards, immediately accepted 
the Forstall offer and Mr. Weigele 
was selected for the work. 

Mr. and Mrs. ‘Forstall also offered, 
if the American engineer’s recom- 
mendations necessitated a gteater 
expenditure than the League con- 
templated, to consider raising the 
funds to cover the extra cost. 
Whether their aid will be necessary 
is not as yet known, ‘as detailed 
specifications have not been com- 
pleted. 

The consultation with an American 
engineer is considered all the more 
interesting since American archi- 
tects were excluded from the inter- 
national competition for’ the. plans 
for the new buildings. by a Council 
resolution which limited it to citi- 
zens of States members of the 
League. A’ the time some members 
of the League objectéd in vain to 
this exclusion of America on the 
ground that Americans were making 
the greatest contributions to modern 
architecture.

MAN FOUND IN LAKE; | 
SHOT THROUGH HEAD 


Medical Examiner Tentatively De- 
cides That Larchmont Case 
Is a Suicide. 





Special to The New York Times. 

LARCHMONT, N. Y., July 10.— 
After performing an autopsy on the 
body of a man found shot through 
the head and lying in the waters of 
Larchmont Gardens Lake, Amos O. 
Squire, Westchester Medical Ex- 
aminer, decided tentatively this af- 
ternoon that it was a case of suicide. 
Earlier he was unable to decide 
whether the man had comrhitted sui- 
cide or had been ‘‘taken for a ride’”’ 
by gangsters. 

Patrolman John O'Sullivan found 
the body .at the edge of the lake 
about 11 o’clock last night. The 
police believe that the man had 
been' dead.an hour. All labels had 
been removed from the clothing and 
the band taken from his hat. The 
police and the District Attorney’s of- 
fice were doing everything possible 
to arrive at an identification. 

The man was believed to have been 
about 55 years of age. When found 
his. head and shoulders were in the 
water, as might have been the case 
had he toppled after having shot 
himself. Police officers agreed that 
first. appearances indicated suicide. 
A ‘raincoat had been carefully laid 
on the edge of the lake, with the 
man’s‘hat set on it. No revolver or 
other weapon has been found in the 
vicinity. The Medical Examiner 
pointed out that the soft mud in the 
lake bottom would make it difficult 
to find the weapon. 

The police said the man was. well 
dressed, weighed about .160 pounds, 
was 5 feet 8% inches tall, clean 
shaven and with gray hair. He 
wore a blue serge coat. and 
striped black and gray trousers, 
black low shoes, brown socks, ‘a 
white soft shirt and a tie of red and 
white stripes.

| Czechoslovak Businees Calls for 
Reprisals on Our Tariff, 
Wireless to Ta# New Yor«K Times, 
VIENNA, July 10.— Austria has 
added its protest.to those already 
Wiade by more than a score of coun- 
tries against the new American tariff 
H,. Austria’s exports to the United 
States, which are said to be especially 


endangered hy the increased duties, 
were valued last year at about $11,- 
,000. They include textiles, leather 
goods, confectionery, chocolate, hats 
and shoes. 

At a recent meeting of the political 
committee of the Czecheslovak Cen- 
tral Chamber of Commerce it was 
resolwed that if the new American 
duties ‘against Czechoslovak products 
Were put into effect measures of 
reprisal “against the importation of 
Ameérican goods. which can appar- 
ently. be done without, or procured 
from: other countries, will be con- 
sidered as a last resort.’’ 

No answer has beén made by the 
American State Department to any 
of the twenty countries whose pro- 
tests have ‘been received in Wash- 
ington.

Four Chief Proposals. 


The four »prin¢ipal recommenda- 
tions, .as outlined by Mr. Banham 
yesterday; follow: 

1. Creation of an automobile. in- 
spestiae squad to enforce parking 


2% Elimination of stationary push- 
carts and -push-cart stands from 
north and south bound streets. 

3. Compelling sightseeing bus 
companies to establish terminals, 
as now required of intercity bus 
companies. 

4. Creation of a board of taxicab 
control to issue licenses, regulate 
and determine the practices of 
taxicabs in the ‘city. 


Mr. Banham said there were six- 
teen bus stands in the vicinity of 
Forty-second Street for, huses oper- 
lating to Chinatown, Coney Island 
and to baseball games. 

“They take the busiest corners, 
when they ought to provide their 
own terminals like. the interurban 
buses;,"’ he said, “There is-no rea- | 
son why sightseeing buses should | 
park indefinitely. I don’t arree with 


the Police Commissioner that they | 


are a public necessity.’’

Referring to the. owners of the 
illegally parked cars who, he said, 
leave their automobiles uptown all 
day while they go to offices down- 
town, and to the patrolmen who, he 
declared, know of the condition, Mr. 
Banham said he was ‘‘satisfied that 
some of this all-day parking is due 
to a little agreement among them- 
selves.”’ 


He said the present. practice of 
serving summonses on parking vio- 
lators was a ‘‘game of hide and 
seek’’ and that the.committee. would 
discuss the matter with the Cor- 
poration Counsel and seek to change 
the law, if necessary, to permit ‘‘tag- 
ging’’ of.cars. 

Mr. Banham, in advocating a board 
of taxicab control and recognition of 
the industry as a public utility, said 
that ‘“‘taxi men have been kicked 
around from pillar to post.’’ 

Referring to street obstructions, 
Mr. Banham said: 

“In our congested areas we ‘find 
that the abuse of parking privileges, 
the continual opening of our streets 
by the city»and the public utility 
companies and the obstructions to 
streets and sidewalks caused by 
building opérations restrict the use 
of streets and avenues to 50 per cent 
of their capacity... If we can take 
back 25 per cent of these streets, it 
will mean a brand new street every 
four blocks. This can be done with- 
out expense.’’ 

Another recommendation, he said, 
is that siens be viaced. especially in 
the vicinity of the Holland Tunnel, 
to direct 40,000 vehicles which reach 
the city every day through the tun- 
nel, Fifteen thousand of these ve- 
hicles, he said, ‘“‘have no business 
in.

Loser Is Badly Punished While His 
Conqueror Emerges: Unmarked

Unmarked and -with his disposition 
unruffied, Kid Chocolate, Cuban con- 
tender for the world’s featherweight 
title, left the ring last night at Eb- 
bets Field, Brooklyn, after adding 
the rugged Ignatio Fernandez, Fiti- 
pino, to his list of vanquished rivals.

In this. latest triumph Chocolate 
gave one of his greatest exhibitions.

The a ma appea 
centred in the possibility of Fer- 
nandez landing one solid punch, but 
at the final bell he was no_mearer 
achieving this objective than he was 
when the bout started. 

At the finish, however, Fernandez 
commanded admiration for as game 
a@ stand as he has ever been called 
upon to make. He stood up where 
a: less ‘hardy, ‘determined fighter 
would. have: collapsed, without even 
giving an indication of wilting. 


Fernandez Is Cautious.

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AN IRREPRESSIBLE ISSUE. 


Tariff discussions have taken an 
extraordinary turn since Congress 
met in special session. At the be- 
ginning all the talk was about the 
high protective system having’ be- 
come established beyond challenge 
or cavil. The Democratic party had 
given up its old low-tariff ideas. 
“We are all protectionists now.” To 
be sure, President Hoover asked for 
only a “limited” revision of the 
tariff, but both House and Senate 
joyously set about making an en- 
tirely new bill, and doing it on the 
old principle of asking every special 
interest what it wanted. Everything 
was going swimmingly,. until sud- 
denly a great revulsion set in. Com- 
plaints began to arrive from all over 
the country. The farmers were dis- 
satisfied and angry; consumers took 
note;of what was likely to happen to 
them in the way of higher prices 
and filed their protests; most threat- 
ening of all, housekeepers banded 
together in resentment of an ex- 
pected rise in the cost of living. 
Without any particular political agi- 
tation, without definite leadership by 
the minority.party in Congress, at- 
tacks on the proposed tariff legisla- 
tion took shape all through the land. 
There was ‘something like universal 
disgust-at the greedy way in which 
. various prosperous industries sought 
added. favors. from the government, 
Most remarkable of all has been 
the reversal of our traditional atti- 
tude toward tariff protests by for- 
eign nations. 
robust days of tariff protection these 
would have been treated with a kind 
of gleeful contempt, It. would have 
been said that if people In Burope 
did not like what we proposed to do, 
this only showed that it .was the 
right thing for us. First find dut 
what foreigners don’t want, and then 
do it. The proud cry used to be: 
.“ What have we to do with abroad?” 
‘Nothing, except to legislate against 
foreign interests as,often as we got. 
the chance. But a great change ‘has 
come over the spirit of that dream.

Madrid, Constantinople, Rome or 
Tokio—so widely do the speculations 
run—is to behold in the American 
Embassy one of those interesting 
men who have made Detroit, Toledo, 
Cleveland and other cities what they 
aré today and: put ‘the world on 
wheels. 

For. some years’ the automobile 
industry in this country has been

steel, oil and’ ‘the railroads at the 
top of the industrial structure. But 
no: conspicuous member of it has 
yet come to diplomacy as an avoca- 
tion; Mr. WILLYs would be the first. 
Millionaires made by steel, oil and 
railroads have been found in the list 
of Ambassadors and Ministers. A 
very early railroad man to be ap- 
pointed was ROBERT T. LINCOLN, 
president of the Pullman Palace Car 
Company. On a fortune made in the 
packing business in Chicago IRA 
NELSON MorRIS was able to main- 
tain the legation at Stockholm, and 
from an earlier Chicago generation 
ROBERT S. MCCoRMICK, agricultural 
implement manufacturer, was Am- 
bassador at St. Petersburg. The son 
of the founder of the famous Stetson 
bat is now Minister at Warsaw, and 
glass manufacture has recently had 
a distinguished representative in 
London in the person of Mr. HouGH- 
TON. Until the last years of the 


|mineteenth century, politics, the law, 


journalism and literature held all 
the posts of Ambassador and Envoy. 
but when trade in this country be- 
came. gigantic in power, and the 
money produced by its combinations 
enabled culture to be joined to per- 
sonal ability, the captains of indus- 
try began to take charge of impor- 
tant ‘positions abroad. Now it is a 
close race between them and those 
“ career” men whose individual for- 
tunes support them in diplomacy. 

If the automobile business emerges 
into this shining company, it may be 
expected that the newer giants of 
American business—motion pictures 
and aviation—will next don the rib- 
bon-and~-the star. The fortunes 
made in both have already impelled 
some of. the makers to look about 
“for an opportunity for public ser- 
vice,” as the old phrase goes. What 
comes from Hollywood indicates 
that it will be some time before a 
movie millionaire goes to Paris, Ber- 
lin or London, but a decade works 
wonders in this democracy.

There will be.no dissent from the 
conclusion of the Moreland Commis- 
sioner that the Banking Department 
was demoralized under the adminis- 
tration of Mr. WARDER. Mr. MOSES 
finds him “ timid, cowardly and dis- 
honest.” It is strange that Commis- 

sioner MCLAUGHLIN did not take the 
true measure of the man. The report 
includes a number of recommenda- 
tions for the restoration of the 
morale of the department and the 
extension of its jurisdiction. “If the 
“history of the City Trust Company 
“has demonstrated anything,” Mr. 
MOSES says, “it is that there should 
“be no more private banks any- 
“where in the State.” If his recom- 
mendation is followed, all such insti- 
tutions, both in and out of cities, 
will be given a period of two years 
in which to bring themselves di- 
rectly under State or Federal juris- 
diction. The failure of Clarke Broth- 
ers’ bank in this city, which is only’ 
now revealed in its full proportions, 
gives dramatic support to the de- 
mand for a reform. Mr. MOSES de- 
serves the thanks of the community 


- gor his labors. It will-be for others 


to deal with the criminal implica- 
tions of his findings. 











INTEMPERATE LAW-MAKING. 


In his guarded and moderate ad- 
dress to the House of Delegates of 
the American Medical Association, 
Dr. WILLIAM SYDNEY THAYER, its 
president, spoke of “intemperate” 
Federal laws, of attempts “ to legis- 
“late for the whole country as to 
“what we may or may not eat or 
“drink.” Such interferences with 
local and personal rights constitute 
a “tyranny” that will not long be 
endured. Such laws defeat their 
own purposes and cannot be en- 
forced. Though Dr. THAYER men- 
tioned other varieties of arbitrary 
proscription and with studied cour- 
tesy avoided particuJar reference, 
the delegates knew what was in his 
mind. The Volstead act is the per- 
fect model of a_ liberty-denying 
statute. 

Made to the order of the Antt- 
Saloon League, perhaps its worst ex- 
cess is its limitation of the power of 
physicians to prescribe according to 
their own knowledge and judgment 
of the necessities of the case. “ It is 
better that the patient die,” said old 
Dr. Congress, in effect, “than that 
“his miserable life be saved by 
“larger or more frequent doses of 
“the intoxicating cup’ than I, in 
“my medical wisdom, have or- 
“dained,” To a physician whose be- 
lief in the therapeutic effect of alco- 
hol in given conditions has not been 
derived from the textbooks of prop- 
aganda sedulously.disseminated for 
years by the crusaders of prohibi- 
tion, this paternal regulation of med- 
ieal practice must seem unendurable. 

Physicians of great eminence have 
vainly tried to have this part of the 
law set aside. Prohibition is sacred. 
‘Human life ig cheap.’ One would 
suppose that, whether Wet or Dry, a 
physician conscious of the responsi- 
bilities of his profession would ob- 
ject to the setting-up in Congress of 
a college of physicians and surgeons. 
We don’t know whether Dr. THAYER, 
so long a distinguished figure in the 
world of medicine,“ is’Dry or Wet. 
He spoke for liberty and tolerance 
in general, but the thought of the 
liberty which Congress has been 
pleased to deny to doctors was in the 
thought -of the delegates, ‘“ most 
“of whom rosé and applauded 
“vigorously.”

MEXICAN LABORERS LIKED. 

So anxious is Texas to have for- 
eigners that a measure ‘has been 
introduced in the Legislature seek- 
ing to make it difficult for them to 
leave the State. This on its face is 
@ paradox, since Texas has always 
been aligned with the adv: s of 
immigration restriction and has béen 
a fruitful field for the anti-foreign 
agitations of the Klan. But the ex- 
planation is not far to seek. The 
aliens whom Texas wishes to retain 
are Mexicans, and form the great 
bulk of the State’s farmhands. As 
in New Mexico, Arizona and South- 
ern California, the farmers can get 
no other labor. . They say that if the 
immigration of Mexicans is re- 
stricted on a quota basis there ‘will 
be disaster in the border districts. 

This demand for farmhands and 
for railroad construction workers— 
two occupations which appear to be 
most favored by the Mexicans—is 
extending far into the interior. 
Texas wishes to keep her Mexican 
population from yielding to the bid 
from Colorado: beet-sugar growers. 
Mexican laborers, able to live 
cheaply,‘are not popular with Amer- 
ican labor organizations. Nor are 
they liked. by those adherents of im- 
migration restriction who believe 
that the racial strains in the coun- 
try should be maintained in their 
present proportions. It is said that 
the Mexican immigrants are largely 
Indian: in - blood. and cannot ‘be 
assimilated. 

Among the old “ Mexican” ele- 
ments in this country—the descen- 
dants of the early Spanish settlers 
in parts of Texas, California, Ari- 
zona and most of New Mexico—there 
is a marked disdain toward the later 
Mexican immigrants. The old stock 
calls itself “ Spanish-American ” and 
resents being termed “Mexican.” 
Yet many towns and villages in 
these four States have their “ Mexi- 
can quarters” in which the “ Span- 
ish-American” elements often mix 
with the “Mexicans.” Unfortu- 
nately, the “ Mexicans” mix not at 
all—socially or by marriage—with 
Americans. Hence the alarm of 
students of race history, who see in 
the growing numbers of Mexican 
residents a new “ race problem.” 

It will be interesting to watch the 
political alignment when the ques- 
tion of applying the national-origins 
principle to the Mexicans comes up 
in Congress. Two powerful groups 
will oppose restriction—the farmers 
in the border. States and the rail- 
roads. It appears to make a dif- 
ference whose immigrants are 
restricted. 


THE PATHFINDER’S FLIGHT. 

It speaks well for aviation that 
two airplanes,‘one French and the 
other American, have been flown 
across the Atlantic from Old Or- 
chard Beach to Spain within a little 
more than three weeks. The direct 
distance exceeded 3,000 miles. Lewis 
A. YANCEY, indeed, claims that the 
Pathfinder “covered 3,400 miles 
over water,” but LOTTI reckoned 
that his Yellow Bird had made 
3,182 miles. from coast to coast. 
KINGSFORD-SMITH flew 3,144 miles 
with the Southern Cross from Ha- 
waii to Suva after a “hop” of 2,408 
miles from Oakland to Honolulu, 
and when he landed at Brisbane he 
had flown 7,400 miles above the 
Pacific with two stops for rest and 
repairs. The Pathfinder was driven 
“somewhat off her course” by 
“storms of little importance.” If 
YANCEY, the navigator, can show 
3,400 miles of flight, the record for 
distance over water ‘will belong to 
the Pathfinder. 

With the. swift, safe flights of 
these Frenchmen and Americans the 
passage of the Atlantic from west 
to east by airplane ceases to be a 
prodigy. YANCEY declares that the 
success of WILLIAMS and himself 
was ‘largely due to the cooperation 
of the United ‘States Weather Bu- 
reau, and particularly to indefati- 
gable Dr. JAMES KIMBALL of the New 
York service. ‘“ The only problem,” 
says the Pathfinder’s navigator, “is 
“taking off with enough gasoline. 
“We could not do this from Old 
“ Orchard. Otherwise the flight is no 
“ problem at all—just sit at the con- 
“trols and fly.” While this is a de-

It attempts to dic- 
tate to physicians how they shall 
behave in relation to public. health 
organizations. Mr. EMBREE cited the 
Mayo Clinic in Rochester, Minn., as 
the only outstanding example of 
this kind which has not had to con- 
tend with the opposition of the re- 
actionary element in the profession, 
It is safeguarded by the unques- 
tioned integrity and distinguished 
position of WILLIAM and CHARLES 
Mayo and the members of their 
staff. Other equally eminent men, 
working with comparable zeal for 
the organization of practice desired 
so eagerly by the middle-class pa- 
tient, have lacked the protection of 
association with an established in- 
stitution. They have been threat~- 
ened and attacked. 

The lay public, rapidly acquiring 
more medical education, will sup- 
port the progressive physicians as 
information of what they are doing 
is spread. Interest in health and 
willingness to spend money for it 
are increasing. People realize that 
the health of all is of vital impor- 
tance to the health of the individual. 
Through public health agencies sup- 
ported by taxes the man of moder- 
ate means gives all he can afford 
to the general cause. When he is 
ill or when some member of his 
family is stricken he wants accu- 
rate diagnosis and scientific treat- 
ment readily available. He. feels 
that he has a right to careful atten- 
tion at a price he is able to pay, and 
is heartily in favor of any means 
which will advance the organiza- 
tion of the medical profession so as 
to bring about the new standards.

Bridges or Tunnels. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The letter published in THe Times headed 
“Bridges or Tunnels” is typical of all those 
who prefer bridges as traffic connections 
between Manhattan and adjacent -territory. 

The matter of connecting Manhattan , with 


the adjacent: territory is not a technical impo 


question in the province of engineering alone, 
The basic principle of traffic connection is 
an economic one; that is, the conservation of 
the valuable real estate of Manhattan Island. 

No one questions the great desirability of 
connecting two mountain peaks with a bridge, 
but In Manhattan there are no mountain | 
peaks, and that is where the new 178th 
Street Bridge is an unscientific and uneco- 
nomic project. One end of the bridge is 
anchored to the heights of New Jersey at 
right angles to the bridge tower, which is good 
engineering and good economics; the other 
‘end is an entirely different type of. structure, 
which is to be elongated into the heart of 
@ great municipality to get anchorage, and 
because it does not adjust itself to the 
natural topography of the island becomes a 
hindrance to traffic, transportation, real 
estate values and eventually city revenue. 
For this reason there is no lesser cost of a 
bridge that can compensate for the destruc- 
tion of real estate values of Manhattan, and 
the contention of the many more traffic 
lanes that can be built on a bridge is only 
theoretical, because a bridge as yet has not 
absorbed the volume of traffic for which it 
was constructed.

Oliver, aged 39, ex-convict, but of 
late a prosperous real estate dealer 
of Richmond Heights, was identified 
today as a member of a bandit gang 
responsible for four murders and the 
theft of close to $200,000 in securi- 
ties and currency in a bank holdup 
at Lamar, Col., more than a year 
ago. 

Oliver, according to the police, de- 
nies the charge and has signed pa- 
pers waiving extradition. 

Bankers’ associations, city and 
county authorities and Denver news- 
papers offered rewards which in 
time totaled $44,500. Scores of sus- 
pects were arrested in every part of 
the country, but for months not a 
single clue was uncovered. 

About a week ago a St. Louis 


-banking official in Lamar exhibited 


pictures of criminals taken from the 
Sollee gallery. One was a photograph 
of Oliver. An employe of the bank 
who had been present during the 
holdup recognized the likeness, His 
arrest here followed. 

One of the robbers was wounded 
during a pistol battle at the bank 
and they stopped in a small town 
; and kidnapped @ physician. After 
administering to the wounded gun- 
man the physician was slain. ‘The 
second teller made his escape.

In a day of uncertain movement, 
so -far as, financial markets were 
concerned, with call money holding 
stiffly at the 9 per cent rate and 
stock market prices. again moving 
with great irregularity, the incident 
of chief ‘importance. was the Agri- 
‘cultural Department’s monthly fore- 
cast of the wheat crop, whose reduc- 
tion from the estimated yield of a 
month: ago. exceeded. private esti- 
mates. The June report had placed 
the indicated yield of Winter wheat 
at 622,148,000. bushels, comparing 
with 578,964,000 actually harvested in 
1928. Yesterday’s: indication is for 
only 582,000,000 and, although the es- 
timate of Spring wheat is not greatly 
changed from that of a year ago, the 
total indicated yield of wheat is only 
834,000,000 bushels. ‘This, it is true, 
compares with an estimate of not 
quite 800,000,000 bushels last July; 
but all circumstances. worked in 
favor of last year’s wheat crop later 
on, and the actual yield exceeded 
902,000,000. 

There is still the chance of either 
increase or decrease in this year’s 
estimate, but for the present. the es- 
sential fact is that the promise of a 
Winter wheat yield even greater than 
that‘ of 1928, which the crop report 
of a month ago suggested, has. dis- 
appeared. The government crop re- 
port explains the sudden 28-cent rise 
in wheat prices, in the four weeks 
after the July delivery fell to 96 
cents. Reduction in the accumulated 
unsold American surplus, due to the 
sweeping cut in prices during May, 
had been followed by a radical 
change in the outlook for the grow- 
ing crop. The change has been so 
rapid as to make the episode unusu- 
ally dramatic, even in the grain 
trade’s chequered history. ‘What its 
later result will be on the world situ- 
ation of supply and demand for 
wheat, and therefore on the price, 
ean hardly yet be judged. It is nota 
duplication of 1924, so far as the 
present status shows. The American 
crop that year sustained no serious 
setback; the harvest was abundant; 
but the Canadian and European 
crops encountered disaster, and re- 
duction of 415,000,000 bushels in their 
yield insured the market for our 
farmers. 

Changes in stock market prices 
were distributed with great irregu- 
larity, and there was no definite 
trend. Two or three stocks were bid 
up sharply, but as a rule both ad- 
vances and declines were kept within 
pretty narrow limits. Continuance 
of high call money undoubtedly had 
its influence, and the stock market 
was evidently disposed to await 
this afternoon’s statements of-* the 
Federal Reserve and the brokers’ 
loans.

Weather for the Week Was Good 
for Growing Corn and‘ 
the Oats Crop... ft 


The weekly weather report issved 
yesterday by the Department of 
Agriculture follows: 

‘Moderate to rather high tempera- 
tures with fairly well distributed 
rainfall made another corn- 
growing . week practically every- 
where, 

“There was some damage by flood- 
ing to Winter wheat in parts of. cen- 
tral and eastern Ohio Valley and in 
Ohio crop. is’ in critical condition 
with much very ripe and fields too 
wet to permit harvesting. Cutting 
was general in western district with 
threshing proceeding in. lower valley: 
area. 

“Oats have headed in the more 
northern’ States with harvest general 
in Kansas as well as Kentucky. In 
north. central . districts much. oats 
have headed on short straw. 

‘Showers in Northwest were very 
helpful to corn. Weekly progress for 
corn ranged from fair to excellent 
in sections east of Rocky Mountains. 
Soil is too wet in some Ohio Valley 
sections and some trans-Mississippi 
districts, especially“in southeastern 
Nebraska and some adjoining locali- 
ties. Growth has been>sl6w.in dry 
areas of northern plains. Corn crop 
is still late and very uneven in many 
places, but present progress is mostly 
| Satisfactory. 

‘Conditions were mostly fair in 
trans-Mississippi States, cutting, of 
wheat beginning. north to central 
Iowa and threshing begun in south- 
ern ‘Missouri. 

“In Texas showers improved 
growth and plants are generally 
healthy, but cloudy, showery weather 
favored weevil and fruiting 
spotted, ranging from very good in 
some sections to poor in others.-Gen- 
eral condition of crop in this State 
is fairly good but still late with some 
complaints of root rot in central and 
southern portions. Picking and gin- 
ning made rapid progress in extreme 
southern parts. 

‘‘The excessive heat in Great Plains 
which occurred during ripening 
caused considerable deterioration. 
Excessive rains in southeastern Ne- 
braska also did much damage. Har- 
vest is nearly done in eastern Kansas 
and about half completed in West, 
while cutting was general in Nebras- 
ka. Harvesting and threshing made 
fair advance in Oklahoma and are 


is in full swing north of Pennsyl- 
vania. In Pacific Northwest weather 
favored ripening in Oregon and 
wheat did well in Washington: 
‘“‘Rains were more or less general 
over Spring wheat belt and were of 
much .bénefit in many sections. More 
moisture is needed, however, in lat- 
ter district for growth’of late fields 
and filling of early crop. In centrol 
and west South Dakota rains were 
mostly generous, but in ..more 
droughty northeast or the principal 
wheat area they were lighter. Good 


%|rains in part of this droughty sec- 


tion will probably cause some recov- 
ery. Showers were helpful in the 
more eastern sections of the Spring 
wheat belt.’’

Ralph S. Kent, vice president, and 
Lois 'D. Haldirnand, secretary and 
treasurer, to permit the books of the 
company to be inspected, will be 
heard today by. Justice: Black: 

Mr. Smith said in an affidavit that 
the company was formed in June, 
1924, with 2,000. shares of. stock, of 
which 500 were issued to him and 
the remainder, became the property 
of William B. Ward. He said that 
on several occasions he had made 
ineffectual efforts to examine the 
records of the company. 

The .Ward company’s report of 
Feb. 11, 1926, as sent to the plaintiff, 
showed. assets of $18,538,073. and cur- 
rent liabilities of $5,789,305, he said. 
The chief assets were 1,100 ‘shares 
Ward $1210, Corporation preferred 
stock, $121 and 41,020 shares of 
B. stock, 683,800, while the com- 
aw a 30,000 shares ay ge } 

aking B stock, worth $652,000 y and | 
600 shares preferred, valued at $58,- 
The company also -held 5,000 
‘sharés A stock of ‘the General Bak- 
ing Corporation, valued at $341,250, 
and 510,000 shares of B stock, valued 
at $6,375,000. 

A report of the company as of 
Dec. 31 last listed total assets of 
$567,775, against which was deducted 
$170,000 for the capital of the com- 
pany, leaving. a surplus of $397,775. 
In ‘addition, the company reported 
that the Federal Government claimed 
taxes of $644,507 for 1925 and 1926, 
while legal bills were also unpaid.
